Wfe Jly our future want*— to provide for tha day 
whef^jll itat, aid would be withdrawn. Another 
objeet might be to make provision for the aick and 
eged clergy, and provld. curate, to easiat infirm 
chaplairu. Ill, lusdehlp iiutanoed the caie of Mr. 
Nonnan, of tjorrell. who for twenty-eifht yeare had 
done the work of hi* Haster, antf has never 
been absent from nia core until recently " I 
gave bins," a aid hit lordahip, " a few vreeka leave of 
abtenre during the time hie church was under repair. 
At present we hate no sure funds from Which asiilt- 
■nce may be provided for him o, any other, however 
tnev miy need it* 

The last object* of the fund mentioned by the 
Buhop were the purchase of endowment, from time 
to time, aa fjtourtble onportunltieil ptefonted thsm- 
Hint, and the bujddmg of churohej mid car- 
sonage*.

The Archdeacon lead tho third Hnbart Town voio- 
lutign, which Mr, Biahton having eoccindea, was 
adopted unanimously without alteration.

Tho third 
reaoluiion, u luggeative to the laity, as to who ihould 
be eligible aa meinhera of tlte managing committee 
wa. then put by Ilia Lordahip lo llio meotiog and 
carried. 

flu the fourth resolution, a* paased in HobartTown, 
being read by the Archdeacon, the Bishop explained 
that the question had aruon in HuharE Town 
aa to whether all .dull* or all mule idulta 
ehould be qualified to vote for representative, 
nnd it hid been finally carried by a nuj'Mity 
that ladies should be allowed the privilege of voting. 
Anntber question wai, whether the Clergy ihould bo 
excluded frum the committee, as being purely one of 
nuance.

The n irstion was, If the etlpcnd wa* paid by the 
p ople team the Hustenttiion Fund, should thecongre- 
*w «► ncmiosle. It had been decided In Hobirt 
Town tliH the committee ehould have the privilege of 
neeientlng. It was not to be supposed that he, as tho 
Bishop of the diocese, cohiistendy with hut duty 
would delegate to the oontrnitteo the onus which lay 
upon hia shuuldon~the burden which was upon hia 
toul, the duty which wu bstereen him and his Clod of 
judging of the Ulneis of those who were presented to 
him fjr tho watlt of the ministry. He could only say 
that if ihu laity recommended good and sound 
men, he would accept them 1 he instanced 
the ease of Mr. Bmith, who bed been re 
oiutnended to him by Maun. Cleveland 
and Henty; let, therefore, whst has paaled bo 1 gua- 
rantee for the future. If the lay numbers will tee their 
way to endowment, he wonld meet them most hetrtily, 
but he would be fettled by no improper cnnditioni ;

ttjLia binding on htm or his auccesson. He wished, 
a* he had elated that morning In hia charge to them - 
he desired lo hive men of no extreme opinion!, and 
aa a nm if of thia deitr* ha might mentjon that he 
had hut 1 short time back, declined to entertnin In 
two instances the application* of two men whose 
opinions might be tupposed lo be generally in accor. 
dance with his own, hut who carried those opinion* to 
ejt trends which might be regarded as prejudicial. 
There were clergymen then pretest who had been ac- 
cepted by htm, as they could testify without s 
question, he hiving been utiafiti with the 
recommendationj they brought to him of 
their soundneis. He should not hesitate, however, if 
hi had good reason to deubt tha doctrinal soundness 
of those who presented theme dyes to him, he ihould 
not heeiista, he repeated, to do hia duty aa 1 Biahop, * 
duty whioh he must not ahrink from. Let me afore 
particularly instance, eaid his Lordship, my reception 
of one who hai only within tha laat few days arrived 
among"! ua. Of hjat 1 have aaked not one qumtion ; 
he presented to no letter, of testimonial from the 
Bishop ot Nova Sooths and from tha Biahop of Litch- 
field, slating that he 1* an eatneat and xealous man. I 
make no more inquiries t it i* quite enough for me.

The Her. air. Brickwood, Mr. Thomson, Mr. Filleul, 
and othera, here rose to teetify to the truth of his 
Lordship's words in reference to tbemeclrei, on their 
reception into the diocese, Mr, Boyd wished the 
public to be inforeoed of the Bishop's sentiments on

The Biahop ex pressed hi* most hearty concurrence 
with the reaoluti >n, which waa carried unanimously.

paised by the meeting,— -the necessity of the laity 
earnestly considering in a prayerful spirit the deep Lm- 
portai.ee of the duties which would devolve upon them, 
and ihe fervent trust and bope that they might be 
found equal to the serious teak they would hive to 
undertake, ihe Biibup tDlemnlv remerked that he felt 
quite glad of an opportunity to txpiei* himself on thia 
■ubjeot, It might be that at the first the laity would 
in some measure be (trange to tho exercise of their 
privilege, but gradually by the very exercise they 
would bet itui at. As in children and women, often, 
under ihe preii ure of emergencies, were called forth 
powen enuil 10 the severest trials, so would it, he hid 
every faith, he in tho case of the laity, hitherto untued 
to the cxercite of their molt important duties. He 
could only remark that dutlei were in our own power, 
eoniequeneei lotted In the hand* of (tod. 
It ii the right oi ihe liitv, ind we must act upon whit 
it ahatruciedly right. He tluught it possible that in. 
dividual* might be found to put abstrucilunt in the 
way of theie wurklng, but would thoee Individual, be 
illowed .... 1.., .[ , ■ The mote tho Bishop, clergy, and 
laity act tngsther, the more will they learn to trual 
each other. The liability of the CSiurnh will test in 
the uuity of their action. We ale Ln the path of 
right, coholude.,1 his Lorilship, and we must trust to 
Uoil for thi consequences.

The Bishop brought th-) quvsti-n of vatechiiing b :- 
foTe the meeting, lie had no wish at that late hour 
to enlarge upon the subject by recapitulating what 
had beta el ready *iid in his charge that morning. He 
had rarely heard 1 sermon to practically useful aaljr. 
Hook's catechising in the church of Leeds. In this 
he (the citeoluier) did not limit himself to nutting the 
question and receiving the anawer, but in th* cat* of 
the answer not being given distinctly he repeated it 
and then proceeded to comment upon it- Thus wa* 
it u.eful in te iching the atiemhled peoplethe elements 
of rallglcnu truth. When in England be fthe bishop) 
held 1 perpetual curacy under Ills venerated friend 
and diocessn, the late Arch biahop of Canterbury, who 
wu at once the rector end the vicar of the pariah. 
With hia <irace'a concurrence he took the opportu- 
nity of eomuencing public eitochlalng. He made It 
* point of urging the farmers and respectable members 
Of the oongregtlioh 10 lend their children to be cate- 
chised aa well as the Children of the parochial schools. 
His own daughter stood up with the rest: his eldest, 
who now retted in the Lord, headed the clan. Thu* 
then he might urge from hie actual experience that 
there waa no much difficulty in reviving the Church's 
student practice of aateohlaing. On the Sunday after- 
noons in Lent he found the church was fuller on 
catechizing afternoons than, if possible, on others. 
He mode it a practice to aire a quarter nf an boor to 
the lermtn, cinAnlng the latter to tbe nttter elicited 
hy the catechising, thu* the congregation were not 
kept longer then usual. In Hobirt Town Mr. Cox 
found the deepest attention on the past of hi* emigre- 
gatitin during the progenia Df catechising, and he (the 
Biahop) would give it aa hia melt earnest advice to 
the clergy to revive the oburch't ancient law. In thi* 
respect he would venture to euggest ia I beginning 
thlt they ehould &* it at etated period,. He rtmem- 
bered to have either heard or read th* enecdote that 
when 1'npc Leo was disposed lo [gnors Luther'* 
preaching and working, on hosting ofhli cuochuing, 
he toeh alirm and said he could make head 1 gainst 
his preaching but not agalmat hi* catechixing. Car. 
Isin ii was that in reference to Ibis practice or the 
reformation, th* Uoiaacil of Trent brought for ward 
their catechltm aa an antidote. It wouldhe well and 
wise in ihem when the Romaoiit oommuntw waa in, 
creuing, not by convert™,, hut hy importation,

Every dixei isl ion shows that, if indeed the 
head be above the average, the legs are paralysed 
and tbe hands rheumatic. The Government has 
exbibitod no unity or vigour hitherto. Its 
eloquence may ha expressed in its misery, and its 
concert rtiny declare itself on the qut^jninn of 
salaries. There is no treachery, certainly, no 
conspiracy. Of thin the people may be satis- 
fied. 

The secondary officers of the Government arc 
quite Ignorant of the policy of its chief ; they Tun 
a double hanard. No doubt, ns in duty bound, 
they aredesiroua of supporting the policy of the 
Government, but they cannot find it. The first 
Bill offered to the House,— -the exportation of 
gunpowder — exploded amid general acclamation. 
It came into the House pretending to provide for 
the safety ofa colony, subject to tbe same Crown. 
It demjuided the local restriction of commerce 
not very consonant with our commercial law. 
But it had no friends. The reasons for 
its withdrawal wore quite sufficient to have 
prevented any Government from bringing it in. 
When tbe natives were at war, It seemed justi- 
fiable to check the exportation without some 
security for its destination. That occasion has 
ceased for years. This is a small aEiir, but it 
adds its tritling confirmation to the general im- 
pression, that the Government does not know 
exactly what it is about. 

The same impression followed the debate on the 
Maitland land case. The appearances against 
the Government, which were too black to be 
credible, derive enormous force from tha mode 
of explaining them, Tbe House was told that a 
robbery had been committed — that tlte 
worst instance of spoiliatit.n on record had been 
recently emulated ; the Government had 
nothing to say, The conclusion from the 
discussion certainly is that an effort has batm 
made by two Governors to despoil the stat*. 
That ihe firtt Governor, frightened by a letter 
from Ihitland, dropped tbe attempt, and that 
the nest Governor, having fesumcd the noble 
ti> it, is arrested in the execution by a motion 
for papers ! We do not pretend to know all 
about this affair. It may turn 
out a iwindle : or an extravagance ; 
or a mere error in judgment. It may be thai 
Mr. OsBortKE has a fair title to the land he 
claims. But the facts have been before the 
Executive for several weeks : a decision in 
favour of Mr, Osnonys bears date the HtU 
instant. All the features of the case must be 
fresh in the official tnindr but whan the House 
permits this most damaging accusation to fall 
on the Government, its office™ stand like 
culprits and prisoners, and promise that the grant 
ehaJl not issue at present : This is neither fair 
to the Hnuse nor to Mr. OsuortsE. Either ho 
has a claim which cannot be resisted without tbe 
moat scandalous injustice, or the Government ih 
publicly convicted uf intending a wrong, to 
which it was resolved to adhere to the 
last moment— which it has not the maohlcss 
to perpetrate, or frankly to abandon. 

This state of things cannot long continue, 
Officers of Government like other men require a 
fair indulgence ; they cannot have or do every- 
thing, and may fall into errors of judgment and 
mistakes of administration, but the present 
Executive is always muddled — its purpose is to 
/("«, and that is all ; it exists from duy to day 
without plan or eo-operation ; its s;hViV cannot bo 
snid to be bad, for it lias none ; it is like a sack, 
contains " all sorts," stuck up by Kate, and into 
which anybody may push any thing, or from 
which Bny thing may be taken, without obtsrva- 
tion or resistance. We expect that all tbroujrh 
the session we shall see great measures brought 
in without enthusiasm, and withdrawn without 
regret. Such is the prospect before us. We 
really do advise the Governor, if it be true that 
he is fond nfincoytu.'o, to stejt into the House, 
and listen and see Legislation going its own 
road, like a vehicle when the passengers ra 
jolly, and the coachman sometimes nodding and 
sometimes jolly, too. He will sympathise 
with the perplexilies of his neighbour of Vic- 
toria. Sir Chables Hothah has his Chi- 
nese Puirle— Sit Williak LUhisox has his 
Riddle. 



It has been well said that the soul of statistics 
is comparison. The chief value uf this com- 
paratively new science consists in its furnishing 
the means of comparing facts of a like nature, as 
they exist in different places, or in the samt 
place at different limes or under different eir 
cumstances. If statistical tables arc so con- 
structed as not to furnish those means, they can 
be regarded as little better than a dead letter, or 
as an array of symbols conveying at the best but 
very imperfect information. 

Under this view the Legislature of this 
colony, in enacting laws within the last fiflesn 
years " for taking an account of the popula 
lien," has taken special care that the Census 
Heltims should, as far as possible, supply data 
for tracing the social progress of the commu- 
nity during the respective intervals. Be ides 
the general directions given io the body of 
each of the cnatLmenls, there is appended lo it a 
schedule, marked C, in which the several pitrti- 
culars collected by the enumerators are 
tubulated under specide heads and sub heads, 
in a form intended to be, as fat as it goes, the 
model of all future abstracts of that nature. 
Thus, the general abstracts of the censuses of 
1841, lH|(j,and IK.ii are in foTm and arrange- 
ment so nearly alike, tbul the great end of statis- 
tics above referred to, facility of comparison, U, 
sofaTasalleastaarelulcstatliepopulalionoftlic 
colony, attained to ths reader's entire satisfac- 
tion. The similarity in not, however, that of 
abioiule stereotype, which precludes exten- 
sion or improvement. Compare, for in- 
stance, the " occupation " columns or 
[he cen-ui of 1SU with these of the 



two subsequent censuses, and you will find, along 
with • substantial hemogeneotuaese, a marked 
Lmprovsment in sub-classiflcation. Compare 
tha number of heads in the first of these ab- 
stracts with these in the other two, and you will 
find that they have been increased from six to 
eight, by tbe addition of tha returns headed re- 
sjpetively " Education," and " Country where 

These remarks have been suggested by an 
examination of the Bill, just printed, " for 
taking an account of the population of New 
South Wales" on the 1st day of March 
next, We observe in it several deviations 
from the Census Act of 1851, which harmonised 
exactly with thut of 1B1B ; and, as before said, 
substantially with that of 18 41. 

In the firat place, the number of hends in the 
return of the several persons in each house or 
establishment is reduced from seven* to five. 
The two left out are those which hpecify Civil 
Condition, distinguishing free from bond, and 
Country where Born. It is not improbable that 
these omissions have been determined upon 
advisedly. Nor are we prepared, in buth 
instances, to question tlioir prudence. Hut 
we wish to draw attention to the ftiet, in 
order that the Council may ^tve it a 
fair consideration. We are inclined to think it 
sound policy to discard the invidiout distinction 
which serves no other purpose than that of 
pointing to our olden condilion as a penal set- 
tlement. In 1850, when our last Census Ai t 
was passed, the circumstances of the colony, 
touching this condition, were widely different 
front wbat they are now. Wo ware then 
threatened with a revival of the transportation 
system, and, in conjunction with I ho neighbour- 
ing colonics, were opposing the measure wilb 
nil our might. Tbcro was something 
to brr gained, therefore, by our being 
then enabled to show the overwhelming 
preponderance of the free over the bond in our 
population.! 1 Bui in the interim our struggles 
against tba menaced evil have been crowned 
with complete success ; and us it is now morally 
impossiblo that tho colony can ever again bit 
subjected to that evil, we see no reason why the 
distinctions of free and bond should ony longer 
he retained in the tables of our census. 

With regard to ihe other bend of information 
left out of the present schedule. Country where 
Born, we are not aware of any sufficient reason 
for its being dispensed with In the last census of 
Groat Britain, this information is given to a 
minute extent. Not only is it stated what num- 
bere were bom respectively in England and 
Wales, in Scotland, in the Islands of the British 
fleas, in Ireland, in tbe British colonics, and in 
foreign parts, but of those born in Great Britain 
the cnun/g in which they were born is specified ; 
and of those resident in the principal cities and 
towns it is stated whether they were born within 
the town itself, out of the town, but in ths coun- 
ty in which the town is situated, or elttewhere. 
"These tables," says the Rem t steam-General, 
"are interesting, as they show the com- 
position of the town and olher communities ; 
the intimate blending of the people together, 
who were bom in town and in country ; the 
concentration of peonlo in every county, and 
almost in every district, who were born in other 
counties, aa well as in other countries ; and the 
migration that is constantly going on, and was 
directed in the last ten years, chiefly from the 
country to tho towns, from Ireland to Scotland 
and to Kuglond, and from the United Kingdom 
to Canada, tbe United States, and Australia." 

The returns of the latt two censuses of thia 
colony distinguished, under the hea I of Where 
Born, those born in the colony, in England, 
Wales, Ireland. Scotland, other British dominions, 
and foreign countries. This appears sufficiently 
minute for all our present purposes ; but, we 
repeit, we are at a loss lo understand why the 
table should have been omitted altogether from 
the schedule for our nt xl census. 

The only remaining omission lo be noticed is 
that of the original schedule C, a genera) ab- 
stract of the returns under all the heads and 
sub-heads of the several enumerations. The 
importance of this schedule is. that it renders it 
obligatory on (he compiler of the abstracts to 
give the several classes of information in a pre- 
scribed form, leaving nothing in this respect to 
his discretion. For example, under the head of 
Age, he is required to set out seven distinct 
periods of life, beginning wilh "under two 
years," and ending with "sixty and upwards." 
also distinguishing the sexes. Under the head 
of Occupation he must make fourteen subdivi- 
sions 1 and under that of Religion, eight. 

Thus, under the former Acts, the com- 
piler was hound to prepare for the public a 
set of facts specifics!!)- demanded by the Legis- 
lature. But in (he Bill now before us, 
this guarantee for substantial uniformity is njt 
to be found. In tabulating some of the most 
important of the results which ii is the object of 
a census to collect and to methodise, ihe compiler 
will be at liberty to follow his own discretion, 
or to gratify his own whims. And in so doing, 
lie may so widely deviate frsrn the track laid 
down and pursued in previous censuses, as to 
render ussiul comparison impracticable, or moat 
inconveniently to narrow if* range and em. 
bnrTB.s its deductions.

The February number or the A'tii-tV, VrtiitK 
Hnirw, among several articles of merit nnd in- 
terest, contains one on ihe political condition of 
tbe States of Europe, which, at this present 
epoch, is calculated to attract much attention, 
not only from the nature of the subject, but 
from lha very admirable anil comprehensive 
manner in which it is treated. Tho essay itself 
is an excellent specimen of that class of writing 
which, in those ditys, has reached a special 
perfection. In its wide grasp uf thought, its 
thorough comprehension of tho thtme, its deep 
and varied knowledge, it deserves to he recom- 
mended to the notice of all who participate in 
tbe interest of the present war. 

The stale of politicul parties in France 
engages a Inrge share of tbe reviewers 
notice, and the stability of Louts 
Napoleos'-j power ii shown to be less un- 
certain than it is the fa-thinn for English 
writers to represent. Of the four great parties 
into which France is now divided— (lie Im- 
perialists, Royalists. Conslilntionalists. and He- 
publicans, the first is decidedly the most 
powerful, if not in public opinion, at least in 
numbers.

America, indeed, 
haa sunk to a still lower mediocrity than Europe, 
When the United States contained only three millions 
of inbtbitanls, Ulty produced generals, statesmen, 
philosophers, and or auors, whose fame will lire as long 
oa the Engluh language. Now, there is not a single 
man of dtsiinetion among their twsniy million!. 
Every president has been inferior to hii predecessor. 
A thousand year, hence, if an Australian statistician 
range. In s tabular form the great .talesman, and 
orators, and grmsrals, and phllnophars, sad poets, 
and painters, and architects, born in every eentury, 
th* nineteenth century as far as w* can judge from 
t^ejrariio.11 of it in which we have lived, will be a 

On the question of tho telalive military 
capacity of some of tbe nations engaged in this 
present struggle, thus speaks a competent

Train and officer them aa you did the 
Portuguese, and you will make them tha best troop, 
in Europe : as good as your own— perhaps better, 
Bui I never should feal comfortable in aetlaa if I 
knew thst any important part of my line was held by 
a purely Turkish fores, however attfing th* post or 
numerous tha for**. I should constantly be expecting 
to see ths ofrltera running tad tit* men following 
them, fiat to Turks, ss privates, and to Englishmen 
at officers, I would eatrtut the koy of my position." 

ln lbe above somewhat exaggerated estimate 
of the characler of the Turkish soldier, the 
speaker docs not wholly account in the acknow- 
ledged deterioration of the Ottoman armies, 
since the days of Kirr-ULi and Kara 
Miie-MKi'. It was certainly not so much their 
military organisation which, even a century and 
a half, caused the Turks to be dreaded as a 
military power by tho nations ot" Europe ; 
although doubtless tho old Asiatic system of 
tactics was, in itself, most Ibrmidable to dis- 
ciplined F.uropcan armies, It was rather the 
fierce and burning religious enthusiasm— which 
earned for the Turkish armies their renown in 
battle. Of this enthusiasm, hut little now re- 
mnins ; and Mahomed the reformer, when he 
swept away the time-honoured prejudices of his 
people, dis -touted also the last lingering remains 
of the old Mahomedan spirit. 

The influence of a nationttl aristocracy upon 
the efficiency of an army, is discussed by tbe 
reviewer, and tbe obstaclos which, in England, 
prevent the full development of ils military 
power, are set forth with great sagacity, an 1 
with much admirable reaaonincr. In Ernnce, 
tho decay of the aristocracy has led, in a 
great meiULure, to that high degree of 
military efficiency which that country 
has now reached. In England, the 
continued influence of the aristocracy, extended 
through so mriny and such various channels, 
while necessary, perhap*, for tbo well-being of 
the civil state, snd, at least, conducive to the 
liberty of the subject and te the program of free 
opinion, is shown lo have acted mosl preju- 
dicially on lbe condition of (lie army. The civil 
offices of slate, which in England fall naturally 
into the hands of men of wealth and title, are 
those in which no great room for abuse can 
exist, without a ready constitutional means of 
redress, Ilut the case is iliffcrent in regard to 
tbe distribution of military rank and commaiitl. — 
That is a profusion which all who embrace It enter 
at an early age : the poorott ptrh up* sti! ihe earliest. 
Instead ot being, like politics, tieecsjBTiljr the 
nttmnpoly of the iii-h. it in nsturally the refuge of the 
V mr.

GUNPOWDER EXPORTATION BILL. 

The COLONIAL SECRETARY moved that the 
Gunpowder JtsporSiU™ Bill be read a laconi time, 
and Ed doing m remarked that Iti object wu to ex. 
lead ot oostinue in opetition tor two yeari from the 
expiration of the present year the Act of 
Council, 9th Victoria, No. 0, for regulating 
the exportation of gunpowder and other warlike 
itoni from this colony to New Zealand. When the 
bill IH originally paaaed, It would be In lie recollec- 
tion of hon. membert who wire it that time in the 
colony, there wit an outbraik on the iiland of Now 
Zealand, on the part of the nttivia, and It war cun- 
lidered raaenliilly necsieary thit inch i measure 
should be adopted in thit colony. The bill wuavery 
short one, containing only one olatue, Hid he hoped 
there wuutd be I o opposition to it. 

Mr. CAUPBELL look cbjection to the bill when it 
wu brought forward to be read a lint time, and he 
lied hot *een any Teuton to ohange hia opinion. The 
Colonial Secretary had not even alluded to the objec- 
tion he (Mr. Campbell) then took, neither had ha 
shown any reason why the statute-book should be 
burdened with inch a neaaura any longer. If it was 
necessary for lh» i iftl >- of New Zetland that such ■ 
law should be In force in this colony, it was equally 
necessity 1 timilnt measure should be adopted in 
Etlglind and America, fur it wu just aa likely gun- 
powder would be imported from London or any other 
city as from Sydney. lie wu not aware even thit 
Unit had been my oomrnunicetiaa between the tutao- 
ritit* of New Zealand and the aoremmrnl of this 
colony in reference to the continuation of the opera- 
tion of thii Bill. lie did not «a the necessity f ir 
putting the merchants of this city to the trouble of 
of making application before they could export gun- 
powder to New Zealand, What good oouldposiibly 
oriee from the patsini ol inch 1 measure > None that 
he knew of: but it no aid ceitiinly give a deal of 
trouble, both to those wishing to obtain permltsl&n to 
expert, and also to the Oovernmenl. But that waa 
not all, such a Bill would prove eipettiiie in ita 
operations. The bonds, when neces.try, would have 

would put it to the Home whether there waa not 
sufficient reuon* for expunging the Ounpowdsr Ex- 
portation Kill from the itatute-book. Although it 
r in the eyea of tho

gunpowder or wtrlike store,, and to aurh vessels

^ealatil.so thaiiesarli going lo other parts of tho 
world would be in no way affected. Since the Bill came 
into opotition in 1 64 3, he (the Attorney-Gnnerai) had 
heard no comnltinta.

The COLONIAL SBCKETARY quite igreed with 
his hon, friend opposite (the member for Sydney, Mr 
Cimpb-U), when he said lie generally spoke in a loud 
voice, but the fact wu there were so many other loud 
roicei at the lime that he could not hear his remarks. 
HethoughthclicardtKe words "threeandsixpencc," 
and " fee,'' and he wondered what they had to do with 
the Bill, He, therefore, wo* obliged to the hon. 
gentleman for repeating the conclusion of h!i speech,

Tho ATTORNEY-GENERAL suggested thit, u 
no communication hid been nude in reference to the 
subject by the suthoritlH *f New Zealand, to this 
colony, the Bill should be withdrswn for the present, 
with the understanding that it might be brought for- 
ward again if nedessirr. Alter communications had 
been received hem New Z:aiind on the tubject, it 
might be found advisable to introduce the measure 
agiin, which could he done it a liter stage of the ses- 
sion. If that course was not adopted the second read- 
ing of the Bill might be postponed until some distant 
day. He could not believe it was the wish of any 
member of thit House to thwart the New Zealand 
Governmeot in any measure which wu thought 
ceauty for the well being of that important colony.

Mr BLIGH moved, that in iddrees be presented

ing that those turns would bo expended under the 
superintendence of the road surveyors, and not under 
the superintendence ofditirlct councils or commitieee 
For that purpose ample salaries were voted fur survey- 
ors for the principal roads— hi believed about 
i-100 per annum, Of lite he hid been given to un- 
derstand the management of the roads had been placed 
under tbe control of the Colonial Architect That 
however wu not contemplated when the vocte were 
pasted on sccount of the roads, and he thought it 
right the llouae ihould know under what ernngement 
the supervision of the roads had been to pUced in the 
hanrhtofthe Colonial Architect; what wu theextentof 
his authority ovarlheiurveyort.uidwhyitwMtbouBhi 
neceniry he ihould have charge of the whole business 
It wis supposed at the time the tubject wu under 
consideration that for Hielsrr of £6 DO per annum, sur- 
Teyore, would be provided in every way competent to 
discharge the duties for whieh lhey were engaged— in 
every rupee! competent to superintend the operations 
going on on the public roadi of the colony. If com- 
petent persons could not be found, it oertiinly was not 
tho intention al th* Home thit lo large i turn should 
be expended in piyment of salaries to persons filling 
the office who were not capable of performing its 
dutlet. He knew on the Western Hoed, until the 
supervision of the roads were placed in the hands 
of the Colonial Architect, nothing had been 
dona in reference to the expenditure of thit money, 
although he believed aoroe gentlemen were appointed 
to fill the erne* of surveyors on other roada with the 
aalartet Toted. A gentleman, however, wu appointed 
to theolBoo of surveyor of the Western rotds, but he 
knew th. inhabitant! of the western dittriot were not 
at all satiahrd it the appointment being filled up at it 
wia. The surveyor appointed to th* weatem diitrict 
list year, finding he had not lufficient fundi at hit dii. 
pose] to rendtr his tecvlcea useful md ntces- 
aary, intimited that such wis the ease ind 
requeued leave of absence for twelve 
months, without salary, until something wu 
done in the Council. He wu a competent man in 
Wry report, and the inhabitants were well pleued 
with his appointment and wnhed to continue it ; but 
.1 appearerl the Oovemtnent considered, his uking for 
leave of absence for twelve months to amount to a 
Kail-nation, of his offlci, although that gentleman ex.

At thit time tht money wu In th* hands 
of the Dltlvint Cotntdll ind Road Trusts, but that 
ayatent had now bun changed, sad th* money for ill 
works done wu paid by the Colonitl ArchlteCt- 
The Government could not put any on* la the situa- 
tion for i year, or yet lean the post vacant far thit 
time for th* oonveni*nc* of th* gentleman alluded to. 

Mr. COWPBR 1 Tailed himself of the opportunity 
of making alluaion to the appointment which had 
been mtde on tho western rotda. It wne with consi- 
derable surprise he had heard of that appointment, 
for the gentleman appointed had not long before re- 
ceived compensation from th* Council in consequence 
of the abolition of the ofEc* (which he had only held 
a few months) andwhiohthe Council did not think 
he vu entitled to, because it wu mggc-eted he might 
hive been appointed to icrme other office under the 
Government, whieh might happen to become vacant, 
and he believed on that ocoaaioa a virtual pledge wu 
gives by the Colonitl Secretary that th* gentleman in 
question would not be re -appointed. Thia gentleman 
wss appointed soon after to the situation be nowholdt ! 
— aiitmtion which wu filled to a certain detoby* 
competent gentlemen, who, rather than receive th* 
money voted fur hit salary whon hia service! were not 
required, told hit Excellency the real state of the mat- 
ter, ind, under the clrcumitancei, proposed to return 
home for the remainder of the yen, in order tblt in th* 
tneintitne whit wu defective might be reclined. Ha 
thought it wss not right this silery ihould be voted 
to the individual nnw holding the office. And ho 
thought the treatment, which Ihe gentleman received 
who Ural held the cthep, wu hinh. The letters sent 
to the Government might not hive been so courteously 
worded u lhey might have been, bnl they did not 
convey i reeignatlnn, although the Government eon. 
sidcrcd it u inch. They did not however give the 
gcnUeman tny notica of their intention* ; 
they did not tell him if he did not 
return to hie duty they ahould consider 
he had resigned hit situation. Tho whole tenor of that 
cnmmunlcB.ti.in cxhibili-d in ardent desire to perform 
the duties nf the oflice satisfactorily; and he wu only 
prevented from doing so by the determinilion of the 
different trusters operating with him, The present 
system, however, waa rnly a temporary one, H* 
looked forward to the carrying out of the system pro- 
posed by hit Excellency the Governor-General, when 
road districts would be formed, and the resident* 
invested with limllir powers to those given 
to parish?*, or municipalities. When it was decided 
the Colonial Architect should have the supervision of 
the roada, it was well known he could not do nauch 
more. It wu Important llu- »1lu- e ahould b ■ tilled 
with competent surreyors ; but he understood the 
■ UrTcyor on the southern road wss physically inca- 
pable for the duty which he ought to discharge ; and 
it appeared such wu the cue with the surveyor on 
tho weetem raid alio. 

Mr. SAMUEL agreed wlih the Colonial Secretary that 
tho gentleman at present holding th* situation of Sur- 
veyor on the Western Hold* was an active and energetic 
man ; but it required lomething more than energy to 
make roada, It required ability, practical know- 
ledge . hut he very much doubted, from his long 
knowledge ho poMeticd of the gentleman alluded to, 
he had any knowledge whatever of road- 
making. He believed there were very few gentle- 
men who had been appointed to HI led 
those onieea' who knew anything about inch work. 
The manner in which the roads were repaired at pre- 
sent simply involved the colony in a wultfu! expen- 
diture, He ahould he glad to see a year's aslary given 
to those gentlemen u campentation, and proper per- 
sons Appointed in their place. If the roada were to b* 
under ike control ind minigement of tht Colonial 
Architect, he believed working overseers would be 
•uflicient. The work it present conaiated in cutely 
filling up holes . The money voted was expanded j utt 
to keep the meant of communication open. Under 
then circumstancH he ihould tupport the pvopoaltlen 
of the hon- member for Bithurst. 

The motion wu put, and carried.

Nichols iddnued the Hench in reply. Their wor- 
ships, after a brief deliberation, letd, that there waa 
quit* sufficient evidence before them to tend thedefen- 
dsnts for trill before another tribunal, ind committed 
both for trial at the Central Criminal Court, to be 
holden in Anguii next.

A a regards the manufacture, 
tho Sydney foundries and the Redfern steam 
hammer arc now competent to pet form works of 
any magnitude ; and wo can only express our 
eames-t hopes that the days of our ' 
iron, either manufactured or 
are rapidly drawing to a close. 

The second point to which wc have 
referred above. namely, the growth. 
at malting barjey on t large .cafe by 
our arrncultTinats. demands their beet attention. 
It will bo remetnbered thul the Messrs. Tooth 
exhibited some fine specimens of malting bar- 
ley at the Exposition at the Cryatal Palace, in 
18S1, and that honourable mention wns made of 
them by the Royal Commissioners. They were 
the only specimens of malting barley of which 
such mention was made. Messrs. Tooth now 
offer two valuable silver cups, one fur the beat 
sample of malting barley, the other for the 
second best : the barley ta he grown in New 
South Wale, during the present year, and the 
samples to ha delivered at tht Kent Brewery, 
for exhibition, on the Iflih of April, 1B58,
